No, DE. 14-2006. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 10A read with Section 20j of the Dentists Act, 1948 
(] 6 of 1918), the Dental Council of India, with the previous approval of the Central Government, hereby makes the following 
€ gulatioi is to amend the Principal Regulations, 2006 called “Dental Council of India (Establishment of New Dental Colleges, 
O pening of New or Higher Course of Study or Training and Increase of Admission Capacity in Denial Colleges) Regulations, 
21)06”, na rnely:— 

1J [Short title and commencement:— 

|i) These Regulations may be called the Dental'Council of India (Establishment of New Dental Colleges, Opening 
of New or Higher Course of Study or Training and Increase of Admission Capacity! in Dental Colleges) (3rd 
Amendment) Regulations, 2006. ' I 

(i) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, i 

() In the Principal Regulations, the existing LSub-section (3) of Section 17 be substituted vjith the following:— 

‘(3) The permission granted under this regulation for starting of new or higher cours^ of study or training will 
be granted for a period of one year and will be renewed on yearly basis after inspection by Dental Council 
of India. This process of renewal of permission will continue until the first batch of students appears in 
Final Year Examination of the concerned Course. It shall be the responsibility of the Dental College to apply 
to the Council for such renewal six months before the beginning of the next acajdemic session.’ 

) In the Principal Regulations, after Su b-section (4) of Section 23, the following new Sub-sejftion (4A) be inserted:— 

‘(4) In the case of higher course of study or training, the above permission to increase the admission capacity 
will be granted for a period of one year and will be renewed on yearly basis ajfter inspection by Dental 
Council of India. This process ofrcnewal of permission will continue until the f|rst batch of students with 
increased admission capacity appears in Final Year Examination of the concerned Course and revalidation, 
if necessary, of the performance hank guarantee. It shall be the responsibility of t|re dental college to apply 
to the Council for such renewal six months before the beginning of the next acajdemic session.’
